Transferring  a  Title 


Upon  the  death  of  a  vehicle  owner,  trans¬ 
ferring  the  vehicle  title  depends  on  whether 
the  title  was  in  the  individual  name  of  the 
decedent  or  in  joint  ownership.  If  the  title  was 
in  the  decedent's  name  only,  the  procedure 
depends  on  whether  the  decedent's  estate  is 
being  probated.  If  you  have  further  ques¬

Title  in  name  of  Decedent 


Probated 

If  probated,  regardless  of  whether  a  title  is 
being  transferred  to  a  buyer  from  the  estate 
or  to  an  heir  or  legatee  of  the  decedent,  the 
Secretary  of  State  requires  the  following 
documents  to  transfer  a  title: 

1 .  Certified  copy  of  letters  of  administration 
or  testamentary  showing  the  name  of  the 
legal  representative  of  the  estate. 

2.  Decedent's  title  assigned  by  the  legal 
representative  of  the  estate  to  the  buyer. 


3.  Application  for  Title  and  Registration 

(VSD-190).  If  the  vehicle  will  not  be  op¬ 
erated,  the  buyer  may  submit  only  an 
Application  for  Title  (VSD-330).  The  cur¬ 
rent  odometer  reading  must  be  indicated 
on  the  application  and  the  appropriate  box 
marked  either  "Actual,"  "Not  Actual "  or  "In 
Excess  of  Mechanical  Limits"  (odometer 
rolled  over). 

4.  $65  title  fee  and  applicable  registra¬ 
tion  fees  payable  to  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

5.  Proof  of  compliance  with  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Use  Tax  (RUT-50)  and  appropri¬ 
ate  taxes  payable  to  the  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  but  submitted  with  the 
above  documents  and  fees  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State. 

Small  Estate 

If  a  decedent's  estate  is  not  being  probated 
and  the  value  of  the  personal  estate  does 
not  exceed  $50,000,  the  Small  Estate  Affi¬ 
davit  procedure  applies  and  the  following 
must  be  submitted: 

1.  Small  Estate  Affidavit  indicating  the 
vehicle's  year,  make  and  vehicle  identifi¬ 
cation  number.  The  affiant  does  not  have 
to  be  an  heir  or  legatee.  If  there  is  a  will, 
a  certified  copy  also  must  be  submitted. 

2.  Decedent's  title,  which  does  not  need 
to  be  assigned. 

3.  Copy  of  death  certificate  or  abstract. 

4.  Application  for  Vehicle  Title  and  Reg¬ 
istration  (VSD-190).  If  the  vehicle  will  not 
be  operated,  the  buyer  may  submit  only 
an  Application  for  Title  (VSD-330).  The 
current  odometer  reading  must  be  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  application  and  the  appropri¬ 
ate  box  marked  either  "Actual,"  "Not  Actual" 
or  "In  Excess  of  Mechanical  Limits"  (odom¬ 
eter  rolled  over). 

5.  $65  title  fee  and  applicable  registration 
fees  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 


6.  Proof  of  compliance  with  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Use  Tax  (RUT-50)  and  appropri¬ 
ate  taxes  payable  to  the  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  but  submitted  with  the 
above  documents  and  fees  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State. 

Attorney's  Affidavit 

If  the  estate  is  not  being  probated  and  the 
Small  Estate  Affidavit  procedure  is  not  appli¬ 
cable  or  appropriate,  the  transfer  may  be  ac¬ 
complished  through  the  Attorney's  Affida¬ 
vit  procedure  described  in  the  Illinois  Com¬ 
piled  Statutes,  625  ILCS  5/3-114.  The  follow¬ 
ing  must  be  submitted: 

1.  Attorney's  Affidavit  on  the  attorney  s 
letterhead  stating: 

(a)  Name  and  last  address  of  the 
decedent, 

(b)  Date  of  death, 

(c)  Year,  make  and  vehicle  identification 
number  (VIN)  of  the  vehicle, 

(d)  Who  the  vehicle  is  being  transferred 
to  and  the  relationship  to  decedent, 
if  any,  and 

(e)  Other  pertinent  facts  relating  to  the 
transfer  of  the  vehicle. 

2.  Copy  of  death  certificate  or  abstract. 

3.  Decedent's  title. 

4.  Application  for  Vehicle  Title  and  Reg¬ 
istration  (VSD-190).  If  the  vehicle  will  not 
be  operated,  the  buyer  may  submit  only 
an  Application  for  Title  (VSD-330).  The 
current  odometer  reading  must  be  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  application  and  the  appropri¬ 
ate  box  marked  either  "Actual,"  "Not  Actual" 
or  "In  Excess  of  Mechanical  Limits"  (odom¬ 
eter  rolled  over). 

5.  $65  title  fee  and  applicable  registration 
fees  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

6.  Proof  of  compliance  with  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Use  Tax  (RUT-50)  and  appropri- 


ate  taxes  payable  to  the  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  but  submitted  with  the 
above  documents  and  fees  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State. 

Joint  Ownership 


A  title  in  the  names  of  two  or  more  persons 
is  considered  a  joint  tenancy.  By  law,  upon 
the  death  of  one  of  them,  the  surviving  joint 
tenant(s)  becomes  the  owner(s)  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle.  Within  120  days  after  the  decedent's 
death,  the  surviving  joint  owner(s)  must  ap¬ 
ply  for  a  title  in  their  own  name(s)  unless 
transferring  the  title  to  someone  else.  In  ei¬ 
ther  case,  the  following  must  be  submitted: 

Surviving  Joint  Owner 

1 .  Copy  of  death  certificate  or  abstract. 

2.  Original  title  (jointly  owned)  must  be  sur¬ 
rendered  and  need  not  be  assigned. 

3.  Application  for  Title  (VSD-330)  marked 
"CORRECTED  TITLE"  to  have  the  dece¬ 
dent's  name  removed  from  the  title.  The 
current  odometer  reading  must  be  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  application  and  the  appropri¬ 
ate  box  marked  either  "Actual,"  "Not  Actual" 
or  "In  Excess  of  Mechanical  Limits"  (odom¬ 
eter  rolled  over). 

4.  If  the  applicant  plans  to  operate  the  ve¬ 
hicle,  an  Application  for  Vehicle  Title 
and  Registration  (VSD-190)  to  correct 
the  registration  must  be  submitted  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  applying  for  a  corrected  title. 
A  current  registration  can  be  assigned  to 
the  surviving  joint  owner. 

5.  $65  title  fee  and,  if  applicable,  $3  cor¬ 
rected  registration  fee  payable  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

Surviving  Joint  Owner  Transferring 
Title  to  Another  Individual 

1 .  Copy  of  death  certificate  or  abstract. 

2.  Original  title  (jointly  owned)  properly 


assigned  by  the  surviving  owner(s)  trans¬ 
ferring  the  vehicle  to  the  buyer.  The  cur¬ 
rent  odometer  reading  must  be  certified  on 
the  assignment  of  title. 

3.  Buyer  must  submit  the  assigned  title 
and  completed  Application  for  Vehicle 
Title  and  Registration  (VSD-190).  If  the 
vehicle  will  not  be  operated,  the  buyer 
may  submit  only  an  Application  for  Title 
(VSD-330).  The  current  odometer  reading 
must  be  indicated  on  the  application  and 
the  appropriate  box  marked  either  "Actual," 
" Not  Actual"  or  "In  Excess  of  Mechanical 
Limits"  (odometer  rolled  over). 

4.  $65  title  fee  and  applicable  registra¬ 
tion  fees  payable  to  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

5.  Proof  of  compliance  with  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Use  Tax  (RUT-50)  and  appropri¬ 
ate  taxes  payable  to  the  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  but  submitted  with  the 
above  documents  and  fees  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State. 

Lost  Titles 


If  a  title  is  lost,  it  is  not  necessary  to  apply 
for  a  duplicate  title.  However,  an  affidavit  in¬ 
dicating  that  the  title  has  been  lost  and  a 
statement  explaining  the  transfer  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle  must  be  submitted. 

In  cases  where  the  Small  Estate  Affidavit  or 
Attorney's  Affidavit  procedure  is  applicable, 
the  statement  may  be  included  in  those  affi¬ 
davits.  In  cases  where  the  letters  of  adminis¬ 
tration  procedure  is  applicable,  a  statement 
about  the  lost  title  also  must  be  included.  The 
statement  must  list  the  vehicle's  year,  make, 
model,  VIN  and  the  new  buyer's  name,  if  ap¬ 
plicable,  and  be  signed  by  the  executor. 


Title  and 
Registration  Fees 


1 .  Certificate  of  Title . $65 

All-terrain  vehicle  or  off-highway 
motorcycle  Certificate  of  Title . *$30 

Salvage  Certificate . $4 

Junking  Certificate . NO  FEE 


*  If  vehicle  is  used  for  production  agriculture,  the  fee  is  $13. 

2.  Surviving  joint  owners  and  surviving 
spouses  do  not  need  to  pay  vehicle  reg¬ 
istration  fees  until  the  current  registra¬ 
tion  expires.  If  the  surviving  spouse  is 
not  listed  as  a  joint  owner  on  the 
decedent's  title  and  a  corrected  registra¬ 
tion  identification  card  is  request¬ 
ed,  a  copy  of  the  death  certificate  is 
required  to  show  marital  status.  The  fee 
for  a  corrected  card  is  $3.  All  other  buy¬ 
ers  operating  the  vehicle  must  register 
it  in  their  names  upon  transfer  of  the 
vehicle. 

3.  Title  and  registration  fees  may  be  com¬ 
bined  in  one  check  or  money  order  pay¬ 
able  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

IRotor  Uehicle  Use  Tax 


The  transfer  of  a  motor  vehicle  involving  an 
estate  (excluding  those  transfers  of  owner¬ 
ship  involving  joint  ownership  or  a  surviv¬ 
ing  spouse)  is  subject  to  Motor  Vehicle  Use 
Tax.  An  RUT-50  tax  form  must  be  completed 
in  all  cases  except  for  a  joint  owner.  Taxes 
specified  on  the  form  must  be  made  payable 
to  the  Illinois  Department  of  Revenue  but 
submitted  with  the  above  forms  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State.
